A truck of such deserters numberi ns 
twelve had managed to forcibly slip through the Police check¬ 
points at Bharathari into the Sikar district areas. 

On the-11th June, 1984, Shri Rameshwar Singh, Dy. Supdt. 
of Police, received information about this incident. He 
alongwith the available force proceeded to the spot with a, 
view to check llic further move of the deserters, dhe deseitcrs 
who arrived in a vehicle were intercepted by the Supdt. of 
Police, Sikar and his party but they managed to escape. The 
Police party-chased the deserters vehicle, which was heading 
towards Manda village. On finding no pucca road the deserters’ 
vehicle stopped and opened fire on the Police patty. The Supdt.

20 Carbine 
Machine guns. 10 SLRs and 313 hand grenades were re¬ 
covered from them.
